=; pa Pon the ninth dap of Sept. paſt, there was aPeo- 
mano heneſt rcputaiien,dwciling in the towne 
er Dichet, which is within th: miles of Bruton 
1' (the moſt ancicnt towne within Sommerſerſhire) 
2 whoſe name is Steuen Cooper, a man of good 
wealth, and alſo well beloned of his neighbours : who being 
fick, and lying in a weaks ſtate, ſent his wife(whoſe name was 
Margaret Cooper) vpon the ninth day of Sept. paſt into Gloce- 
der. Ine, to take oꝛoer coucerning a Ferme which hee hath in 
a village called Rockhampton, alias — — tom⸗ 
ming thither , it ſeemed all things wert not to hor 
mind . Thus continuing there one day and ſamthing mazs.the 
returned home to her huſband, partly agricuedat 
as he thoughther huſband might refozme,if God lent 
ow when ſhe was comehoms ag aine to Dicher, ſhes found 
berhouſband retouered to an indifferent health: to whom hes 
began to vſe very much idle talke, as well concerning the ſams 
Farme,as alſo concerning an oid groatwhich her ſonne(being 
alittle bay) had found about one weeke befoze.

p2aped and perſwaded her to Pzayper, the moze ſhe ſeemed to 
be as it were troubled with ſome cnlil-ſpirif, calling fill fo;

ther t ſiſter that were in the houſe with other of their frends 
watching and ſitting vp, to comfo2t her if her ertreame fit 
Gouldanp way moleſt her, who hearingherhuſband call, came 
in and bought a Candlelighted, and ſet i on the Table which 
ſtood niere where the woman lav. She beganne then to ware 
as ene very fearefull, ſaying to her huſband and the reſt : doe 
not you ſ& the Diuell: Whereat they deſired her to remem⸗ 
ber God, and to call fo2 grace, that her faith might be onely 
fired vpon him to the vanquiſhing of the Diucll, and his aſ- 
ſaults. Well ( quoth ſhe) if you ſee nothing now, pou ſhal ſ&@ 
ſomething by and by: and fo2thwith they heard anoiſe in the 
ſrete, as it had beene the comming of two 62 thzes Carts 
and pꝛeſently they in the Chamber cryed out ſaying, Lozd 
helpevs, what manner of thing is this that commeth heere? 
then her huſband looking vp in his bed, eſpied a thing come 
to the bedde much like vnto a Bears, but it had no head noz 
taple, halfe a pard in length, andhalfe a yard in height: her 
huſband ſeeing it come ts the bed roſe vp, and tooke a ioy- 
ned ſfoole and ſtroke at the ſaid thing, the ſtroke ſounded as 
thongh hee had ſtroken vpon a Fetherbed : then it came to 
the woman and ſtroke her thzee times vpon the feete , and 
tooke her out of the bed and ſo rouled her too and fro in the 
Chamber, and vnder the bed.
